The only vloleaoe and bloodshed of the strike 
occurred«at Haaelton last Friday. 


The strike retulted in a loss of 15,000,000, one-half of which the miners lost in 
wagea.

In Jail here for complicity In the at­ 
tempted robbing of a itore at Correct, 
when the robber« were met by a ther* 
l(C’a poiae and baffled, one of the rob­ 
bers and the Sheriff being wounded— 
were hanged by a mob Tuesday night 
In this place, becauie they were **sus- 
pected" of being part of the gang that 
has been committing alt sorts of crime 
except murder In this region for months 
past. The namw of the dead men are: 
Lyle Levi, aged S7; William Jenkins^ 
28, married: Henry Shutter, 14, married: 
Bert Andrews, SO. and CUS Gordon, tl; 
all resldenU of Osgood, 
three miles 
away. Two persons wsre left In the jail, 
Charles Kelly, aged 14, for burglary, 
and Arthur McMlllen, for carrying con­ 
cealed weapons. The latter was let out 
last night on bond. 
McMlllen 
says 
three of the prisoners were killed In 
the Jail and one of the others almost 
killed there. The mob came very near 
taking McMlllen out. 
Deputy Jailer 
William fi. Keman, and Guard William 
Black, faced the mob Tuesday night 
and were quickly diaarmed and locked 
In a cell while the work of slaughter 
was done. 


Otto Mob May Boget Anothor. 
Marshal John E. Tyler, with twenty- 
flve deputlesi Is alert against any pos­ 
sible surprise, and every road running 
Into town Is picketed with wide awake 
men. This precaution is not taken in 
anticipation of a second visit by the 
lynchers. 
The danger apprehended is 
from another quarter, the friends of the 
lynched men. 
No private 
eltisen of 
Versailles probably has reason to fear 
personal violence: the danger dreaded i» 
arson. 
Rumors abound of threats on 
the part of the friends of the men who 
were mobt»ed to even up matters by 
means of the torch. The buildings said 
to be marked for destruction are the 
Jail and court house. The public offi­ 
cers are also subjects of these threata 
That Is why this little city Is under 
close guard. 


Town W ar Not on Vullkoly Thins. 


If trouble comes It Is expected from 
Osgood, which the people of Versailles 
•ay Is the headquarters of the band 
whose depredations have been wide­ 
spread, and which is the home of those 
who were Tuesday night so ruthlessly 
rushed Into eternity. 
The feeling be- 
tween the two places is of the bitterest, 
and the opinion expressed here is that 
there are plenty of others In Osgood 
who deserve the same fate as the flvo 
found dangling to limbs yesterday morn> 
Ing. Of the many hundreds seen yes­ 
terday at this place, 
residents and 
visitors, not one was heard to express 
a word of condemnation of Tuesday 
nlght‘8 work.. The people of Versailles 
declare that the lynchers were ail non­ 
residents, and that not a man living 
In or near the town had any hand in 
the slaughter.

There Is a general undercurrent of ap­ 
proval of the deed and It Is said that no 
effort will be made to apprehend any 
one who took part. The coroner's in­ 
quest began yesterday and will be com­ 
pleted today.

Indlanapolla Sept. 11—Concerning the 
lynching at Versailles Governor Mount 
■ aid: 
“The place where the Ijmching 
took ^lace being remote from railroad 
or telegraph station I'have been unable 
to secure particulars of the occurrence 
beyond the Information conveyed by 
press dispatches. 
The outbreak was 
wholly unexpected, and I had not the 
slightest Intimation of the Impending 
lawlessness. Xs soon as I learned of 
the occurrence I Immediately w lr^ the 
authorities of RIplsy county to proceed 
at once and vigorously to bring the 
offenders to Justice. 


“I Intend to reinforce this demapd 
by every means, possible, and with all 
the power a t the command of the execu­ 
tive authority of the state. 1 have sent 
representative to the scene of the 
tragedy and Intend to employ every 
proper effort to the end that no guilty 
man may escape. The people ot In­ 
diana are law-abiding, and I am con­ 
fident that 1 shall be cordially sustained 
In my earnest purpose to make an ex­ 
ample of evil doers In this Instance that 
will long remain as a warning to other 
would-be transgressors."

Gibbons whether they were not entitled 
to be psid as preferred creditors hav 
ing a lien taking precedence over the 
chattel mortgage In favor of William 
Dolese. Gibbons decided that the work­ 
ingmen’s claims had the preference. 


The meaning of this decision Is that 
w’hen the 
worklnman 
has 
a labor 
claim and the man he works for fails 
the workman should present his claim 
to the receiver, assignee, sheriff or other 
person having the property of his em­ 
ployer in charge. The claim should be 
presented within thirty days and should 
be sworn to, sliow the amount due. when 
earned and for what labor. Care should 
foe taken to present the claim in proper 
form else the lien will not attach, but if 
presented in proper form the lien should 
take precedence of any mortgage or 
judgment againat the employer obtained 
or executed since July 1, 1895. when the 
law became in force.

Seldom has there l>een a ;noro barbar 
oua exhibition of lynch law. Three of 
the men were shot In the Jail because 
they showsd flght; it is supposed they 
were dead; but dead or dying they and 
the other two were literally 
dragged 
along the grourd for 200 feet to the tree 
where they were hanged. George Cal­ 
vin, asslHtant district attorney in charge 
of the criminal cases in Ripley county, 
noticed mysterious movements about the 
town Tuesday night. Court had opened 
Tues«lay and he remained at his office 
till nearly midnight. 
He went home 
with his law partner, Mr. Cornel. They 
met eight mounted men, who rode into 
an alley. They soon met a half dozen 
other mounted men, who rode away to> 
ward Osgood. They also saw more men 
on foot than usual at that hour. These 
men came from all directions till thei*e 
were about 400. 


At 1 a. m. a skyrocket went up south 
of town. That was the first signal: then 
there was a skyrocket went up north of 
town, followed by others from the other 
two sides, and the march to the jail pro* 
ceeded as orderly as a regular nrmy till 
the men met from all parts of the coun­ 
ty at the jail. The distance had been 
car<^fully calculated on each si(!e of 
town so that the mobilisation caused no 
delay, William Lockhart, whc lived 
near the elm tree where the men were 
hung, saw the crowd, and heard all th« v 
said as he stood by his window.

FOR POSTAL SAVINGS BANKS. 


Postnisstor OenemI O sry P Svon Thom and 
W ill Hove a B ill PtepnrMl. 


Washington, 
Sept. 
16.~Postmaster 
General Gary la devoting considerable 
attention these days to an Investigation 
of the wisdom of establishing postal sav­ 
ings banks. When in the last congress 
a bill was sent to him providing for 
such institutions hs declined to indorse 
It because, as he said, he had not had 
an opportunity to investigate the sub­ 
ject. 


He has since taken^ up the matter, 
reading all the literature bearing upon 
it he could procure and seeking oppor­ 
tunity to discuss its merits with those 
familiar with it. The result is that he 
has become convinced of both the wls> 
dom and the utility of postal savings 
institutions and has decided to have a 
bill prepared providing for their estab­ 
lishment and to recommen<^ its passage 
by congress. In all probability he will 
treat the subject In |iis annual report 
at some length. He has not yet decided 
upon the details of any plan, but will 
aoon give his attention to them.

K a l a m z o o , Sept. 16.—The sixty-sec- 
ond annual session of the Michigan M. 
E. conference began in this city yes­ 
terday. 
Bishop John H. Vincent of 
Topeka, Kas., administered the Lord’s 
supper and solemnly warned the pastors 
against any tendency to make the sac­ 
rament a mere form instead of a warm­ 
ing of the heart toward Christ.

Representative 
Van Camp evidently felt the same way. 


‘‘The ooys, I persume, are entitled 
to some credit after all,” said Mr. 
Sears refiectively. 
“They succeeded 
in getting an amendment passed whicb 
permits of testimony, in cases of em­ 
bezzlement in connection with the 
estate of a deceased, being taken in the 
usual way instead of by written inter­ 
rogatories.” 


The bill providing the above amend 
ment was also drafted by Mr. Sears.

There are, however, 
eiee|iliQns to the rula In the British 
house of lords ills not the lord chancel­ 
lor butthe wliole house that is addressed 
ao” llylordo.” 


The speaker is the sole judge of all 
questions of order in the house of com 
moBO. In the house of lords such mat 
teio, when there is a oonlliotof opinion, 
aie deoided hy the whole liouse and not 
by the lord ohanoellor. 


If several , members of the house of 
eoBunons rise simultaneously to take 
part in a debate^ the speaker deoideN 
who shall speak flrsl» but if two or 
mors peers rise together iB the house of 
lords liie lord ohanoellor oannot decide 
who shall first be heard. It is the voice 
of the house that determines. 


Happily etiquette is so strong in the 
gilded chamber tial it rarely happens 
when the house by cries expresses its 
desire to hesrone of the contending 
peers that the others do not give way 
But some yesrs ago there was a notable 
scene over the question whether a peer 
who had risen from the front Tory 
bench should be heard in preference to 
a peer who had risen from the front 
Liberal bench. 


Neither noble lord would give way.

end Earl Qranville moved that the Lib­ 
eral peer be heard.
